Now that the real estate brokers of Pitts-
burg have established an aunction sales board
a8 a stepping stone, it is behieved, to a regu-
lar exchange, information in regard tothe
workiogs of the system in other cities is of
peculiar value. A Fourth ayenue broker
received a letter from the President of the
Chicago Exchange a few days ago, in which
this pussage occurred : ‘I would sdvise you
to estaolish an exchange at once. It works
splendidly. We could not get along here
without it. It does not destroy the in-
dividuality of members or interfere with
office business. Business is prepared in the
affice and exceuted on 'change.” A broker who
was in New York a short lime ago gives the
following account of the operations of the Real
Estate Exchange in that city :

“The New York Real Estats Exchange was
organized about“seven years ago. The mem-
bers own the building tn which they meet. It
is valued at §600,000. The par value of the
stonk !s§100. Itis quoted at 25 per cent pre-
minm o the open market. Stock brokers are
admitted to membership by paying a yearly as-
sessment of $80, but they have no voice in the
management.  All the real estato business
transacted In New York passes through the
Exchange, including Hherll sales. Thereisa
1ull con plement of officersand & general mana-
ger who supervises all the business. There are
several committess, tho most jmportant of
which is that on arbitration, which settles all
disputes bstween buyers and sellers.
